Peace talks bog down again 


PARIS (U P I)—The Paris peace talks bogged down again today 
despite U. S. pleas for a calm discussion of the issues and a secret 
meeting between American Henry A. Kissinger and the two top North 
Vietnamese negotiators. 
The North Vietnamese strongly denounced U. S. attempts to seek a 
cease-fire first and a political settlement later. In turn, the South 
Vietnamese vigorously rejected the Viet Cong demand for a coalition 
government. 


Today’s session was the 151st since the talks started. It lasted about 
four hours and the negotiators agreed to meet again next Thursday. 
‘There was perhaps a slight improvement in the tone of exchanges 
but nothing discernible on substance,” a U.S. negotiator said. “I 
explained to them we don’t demand their acceptance of everything we 


propose, but I couldn’t evoke from them any kind of statement which 
indicated their proposals are negotiable.” 
“ We still are waiting for new American proposals,” the Com­ 
munists said. “ We are ready to discuss these but today they brought 
nothing new.” 
Neither side referred to the Wednesday secret session between 
Kissinger, Nixon’s top adviser, and the top Hanoi negotiators, Xuan 
Thuy and Le Due Tho. 
U. S. negotiator William J. Porter appealed to both sides for a calm 
discussion of the issues. Soon afterwards. South Vietnamese 
negotiator Pham Dang Lam said the Communists did not want a truce. 
“ You would agree to end the killing only if your own political 
solution is accepted or only if you are assured of reaching the same 


aims,” Lam said. 
“ It did not take us long to discover that your speeches do not contain 
any new elements susceptible of provoking a breakthrough in the 
negotiations, as you wanted to make us believe. Neither your position 
nor your objectives have varied." he said. 


The chief Viet Cong negotiator, Madame Nguyen Thi Binh, stated 
flatly that the U.S. demand for separate political and military 
agreements “ is obviously one-sided and does not lead to a settlement 
of the South Vietnamese problem.” 
Madame Binh said the U.S. participation in the war “ manifests 
itself both militarily and politically. Therefore in order to put an end 
to such participation, these two aspects of the problems should be 
settled simultaneously.” 
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Lack of 
growth 
hurts city 
budget

A lack of growth and development 
within the Lompoc city limits and, 
consequently, 
the 
decreasing 
assessed valuation, continues to be 
the major factor in the financial 
problems the city faces. 
In preparing the 1972-73 fiscal 
year 
preliminary 
budget, 
Gene 
Wahlers, city administrator, has not 
requested a property rate increase 
but he has informed the city council 
that he has been forced to pare down 
department requests some $257,000 
and hold city services at the same 
level as the present year. 
Wahlers has presented a $2,073,085 
general fund budget which is $23,477 
higher than that for the 1971-72 year. 
Without an increase in the tax rate 
Wahlers says the increase in the 
budget can probably be handled 
during the course of the year by 
salary savings (delaying hiring) and 
other 
budgetary 
savings 
— 
‘provided there are no unforeseen 
emergency expenditures required.’’ 
Despite the fact the city ’s assessed 
valuation has decreased the past 
three years, Wahlers, in preparing 
the 1972-73 budget, has estimated it 
will level off at $32,278,000 the same 
as the present year. 
With the tax rate of $1 68 per $100 
of assessed valuation, he estimates 
the city will raise about $539,245. 
About $321,000 of this will be for the 
general 
fund, 
$160,500 
for 
the 
retirement fund and $57,745 for the 
library fund. 
Other estimated major sources of 
revenue for the general fund, listed 
by Wahlers, is $415,000 sales and use 
tax refund from the state, $83,000 
cigarette tax refund, $84,750 from 
the federal government for use in 
the Emergency Employment Act 
program. 
$50,000 from 
business 
license 
tax, 
and 
$45,000 
from 
interest income. 
The 
m ajor 
general 
fund 
expenditures 
listed 
in 
the 
preliminary budget include $504,550 
for the police department, $293,345 
for the fire department, $258,540 for 
street maintenance, $170,820 for the 
retirement fund, $105,915 for the 
finance department, and $106,405 for 
park maintenance. 
The city will also spend $101,700 on 
the Emergency Employment Act 
and Public Employment programs, 
and $17,173 for youth services but 
these programs so far are funded by 
the federal government. 
Wahlers has suggested to the 
council it might want to raise the 
tax 
rate 
slightly 
this year 
in 
preparation for the 1973-74 fiscal 
year because it appears the city will 
face a serious financial crisis. 
Wahlers says the city will not even 
be able to maintain the present level 
of services in the 1973-74 without a 
greater increase in revenue from 
some source.

ERTS—A launch moved to Saturday

At close to 10:54 a m Saturday 
morning an augmented Delta launch 
vehicle will thrust a 2,075 pound 
observatory into polar orbit from 
Vandenberg’s space launch complex 
— 2 West. But instead of training on 
the stars, the Earth Resources 
Technology Satellite will embark 
upon

ever 
comprehensive inventory of the 
resources of his own planet. 


The first of two planned ERTS 
launches, the ERTS-A launch was 
slipped from Friday to Saturday, it 
was announced this morning, due to 


a malfunction in the vernier engine 
control system responsible for first 
stage roll control. ERTS-B will be 
orbited in 18 months.

“ I don’t believe the way to solve 
that problem is to approach the 
North Vietnamese as a beggar,” 
Laird said of statements by the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 
McGovern 
has 
proposed 
an 
immediate troop withdrawal from 
Indochina —an action which he says 
would prompt Hanoi to release 
American prisoners of war. During 
his campaign, he also suggested it 
would be better to beg for peace 
than continue to bomb. Laird said 
McGovern’s “ philosophy being used 
on Vietnam is give away now and 
beg later.” 


Laird was interviewed on the 
NBC-TV Today show. 
Laird also attacked McGovern s 
calls for reduced defense spending, 
saying it would be the “ height of 
folly and irresponsibility” to cut 
back such programs as the Trident 
submarine and the B1 bomber, 
despite the U.S.-Soviet arms control 
agreement. 
The Russians, Laird said, “ are

programs and I don’t think it would 
be wise to drop ours ” 
On another front, Sen. Herman 
Talmadge,

McGovern ends rest to vote on labor bill 


Soviet friendship said irreplaceable

The Cairo newspaper Al Ahram today described Soviet 
friendship as irreplaceable and blamed President Nixon for 
Egypt’s decision to send home ^Soviet military advisers. 
The semiofficial newspaper said in a front-page analysis; 
“There are only two super powers. The United States is on 
the side of the enemy. The Soviet Union is on our side. 
Therefore, the friendship of the Soviet Union is not only 
important to us. it is irreplaceable." 
President Anwar Sadat on Tuesday ordered the ouster of 
some 20.000 Soviet military advisers apparently because 
Moscow had failed to live up to promises to supply arms.

The bill would raise the minimum wage 
to $2 in 60 days of enactment and to $2.20 a 
year later. The minimum is now $1.60 for 
most workers and $1.30 for workers on 
large farms. 
The 
administration 
argued 
that 
an 
increase of more than 37 per cent in 14 
months, as the Democrats proposed, would 
be inflationary and would drive many 
marginal businesses to the wall. They said 
employers would cut down the size of their 
payrolls 
and 
curb 
overtim e, 
thus 
increasing unemployment and defeating 
the bill’s purposes.

Fischer ends threats

Fischer and Boris Spassky sit down at the 
chess board again today. But this time it is 
different—Fischer

chess championship match begins at 5 p.m. 
(1 p.m. EDT) with titleholder Spassky, a 
35-year-old Russian, playing white—which 
means he makes the first move.

“This has been going on on a bipartisan 
basis during the eight years I have been 
here and I am not aware of any abuses,”

What will property tax rate be? 


It remains to be seen what Lompoc property owners will 
pay in taxes for the 1972-73 fiscal year but the present tax 
rate is $11.02 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
This includes a $5.28 school tax rate, $3.69 for the county, 
37 cents for special districts and, of course, the $1 68 city 
property tax rate. 


The school tax rate includes the Lompoc Unified School 
District and the Allan Hancock Junior College District. 
The special districts include the Lompoc Cemetery 
District, Santa Barbara County Water Agency, County 
Flood 
Control 
and 
Water 
Conservation 
D istrict 
Maintenance, Feather River project, Lompoc City Flood 


Zone No. 2, and Lompoc Hospital District, including the 
hospital bond. 
The Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District tax of 
eight cents is on land only and not included in the total tax 
rate. The district recently voted to increase its rate by 
seven cents. 
The present city rate was not increased from the 
previous year but the county rate went up 68 cents from 
$3.01. The school rate was dropped from $5.51 and the 
special districts rate brought down three cents from 41 
cents. 
The present total rate tax rate is 41 cents higher than it 
was in 1970-71.

Another victim 
of Ulster violence 


BELFAST (UPI>—A passerby discovered today the 
decomposed body of a young man stuffed in a hedgerow 
near the airport. Police said the exact cause of death was 
not known, but he was believed to be another victim of 
Ulster violence. 
The death raised the toll in Ulster to 451 over the t ree 
years. 
The country roads near the airport have been frequently 
used by gunmen to dump their victims. Only a week ago two 
young Protestant brothers were found in the area with 
bullet holes m their heads. 
On Wednesday, a 71-year-old grandfather and a 6-month- 
ald baby were killed 


The grandfather died when a gunman fired a burst of 
submachinegun fire into his stomach during a scuffle in a 
Belfast pub The baby was killed by a bomb that exploded 
prematurely in Strabane. 


The blast near Strabane’s main square also injured the 
infant’s mother, Mrs. Barbara Jack, two other women and 
a 15-year-old girl. Another mother and her 7-year-old 
daughter were wounded in a crossfire between British 
soldiers and gunmen.

Performing Arts drama 'masterful'

What, really, is a lasting character m a play and what in 
the theatre is the art and what the realitv? 
So muses Director William Verderber, played by William 
Verderber, the able centerpiece of Luigi Pirandollo’s Six 
Characters in Search of an Author, last night in a masterful 
first running at the Pacific Conservatory of the Performing 
Arts Directed by John Olon-scrymgeour, the production is 
not a letdown from the season's lighter fare, it’s a rung up 
and an absolute must. 


Patrolling the frontier between art and actuality, 
Pirandello doesn’t set the stage as a hall or a drawing 
room, he sets it as a stage. 
Harried. Verderber is trying to muster the cast and lash 
together a play (by Pirandello). Olie Nase lounges and 
smokes, a jewel as the pale sloppy character man. The 
stars, Robert Grace and Emily Tracy, breeze by; the 
property people yell, the cast sips from styrofoam cups — 
it’s an audience with no play 


The listless players jokingly begin to rehearse a vapid 
comedy scene with a foreboding of little magic in the final 
production, when the power fails and, in a makeshift green 
spotlight, six sober, erect figures appear dressed in 
mourning 
They’re characters, real characters, infused with the 
separate, eternal lives of all well drawn characters They 
are seeking an author to fulfill them in a real play Their 
author conceived them, yet they have never lived in their 
play and they’re on the set they say, to ask Verderber to 
direct it 
The audience, which now is at home and a part of the no- 
artifice artifice of the rehearsal, joins the stage crew in 


bored disbelief as Verderber orders the characters thrown 
out as phonies. 
But as Raye Birk, the father and the stepdaughter, 
Cristina Rose, bring Verderber gradually to believe in 
characters as beings with separate, complicated lives, they 
convince everyone else as well 
The weight upon Birk and Miss Rose is massive. No one 
m the house believes their apparent fantasy. But in dual 
superlative performances they undermine grain by gram 
our demand that reality be tangible and em erge in the end 
as breathing avatars, awesome and to be revered 
And the ideals of theatre, they aren’t as real as normal 
people, they’re realer; not as true, truer Like all people, 
they have a drama But because they embody and eternally 
replay the one true way in which it is ideally played, it is 
unalterable and they shrink from allowing Verderber to 
tamper with it. 
The father tells the director that the characters want to 
play it truly, but Verderber assures them that it would 
never work They are so true that they are unplayable; no 
one would believe in them The theatre must contrive to 
approach its ideals 
The characters inevitably repeat their drama and after it 
climaxes in two deaths the lights again fail and they're 
gone only to reappear in the green light after the cast has 
gone home leaving Verderber called out of himself, 
wondering and afraid of the dark 
As the green shaft fades the characters dissolve, 
motionless and ghostlike but trailing a thought that, as 
human ideals they strive for their fulfillment as actors 
strive to fulfill human parts and as people themselves 
strive for their own meaning Isn t all the world a stage 
The lights come back on and there is no curtain call 
Verderber just goes home

Director is sought 
for new child program 


A new child development program, aimed at low-income family one 
to three-year-olds, is scheduled to begin in Lompoc this fall under the 
direction of the Santa Barbara county Schools Office. 
The immediate need is for a director of the project, a variation of 
the IDEA (Infant Development Through Enriching Activities) Project 
run successfully in Santa Maria for two years under Dr. Charles 
Nagel. 
About 20-30 children and their mothers will be involved, according to 
Mrs. Maynard Steffen, chairman of the newly-formed Lompoc IDEA 
Advisory Committee. 
Applications for the director post mav be obtained from Mrs. 
Steffen, 137 Princeton Place or from Alice Lopez, Lompoc Community 
Development Center Director, 118 South E St. Applications must be 
returned by this Friday. A written test for applicants will be in the 
Lompoc Public Library next Tuesday at 10 a.m. 
Oral interviews will be conducted also. The interviewing committee 
will be composed of: Mrs. Lopez, Mrs. Michael Herrera, Mrs. Floyd 
Dameron, and Mrs. David Farnum, all of the advisory committee. 
Dr. Nagel has expressed a desire that applicants hold an associate in 
arts degree, be bi-lingual, and be experienced in working with low- 
income groups and early childhood education. Work will include 
report-writing, setting up the program under supervision, and 
promoting and maintaining interest among target parents ip 
continuing their own education. 
Project funding for one year is being obtained under Title III of the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act. Mrs. Steffen said one of 
the goals of the advisory committee will be to find a way to continue 
the project in the future, either by incorporating it into a future day­ 
care center or by coordinating it with adult education of the Lompoc 
Unified School District. 
The Lompoc project will involve the director’s meeting with 
mothers and target children about once a week in small groups. The 
director also will make frequent home visits. 
Materials and 
equipment will be obtained through the Santa Maria IDEA program 
Other Santa Barbara County communities will have different 
“models” of the IDEA Project, all aimed at discovering the most 
effective and feasible way to reach mothers of young children who can 
be expected to fall below their potential without early help. 
The three major IDEA goals are: To increase chances for school 
success for culturally disadvantaged infants; to decrease the number 
of children in special classes; and to develop a system and the 
materials to maintain IQ.

Work in the immediate future will include obtaining the director;

NEW YORK—(NEA)—“ If 
I’m lying my mother is a 
whore and my mother ain’t 
no whore so I ain’t lying,” 
screams one girl into the 
principal’s face. 
“Take a walk until you’ve 
lost 
that 
tem per,” 
is the 
mild command f r o m Dr. 
Esther Rothman. 


Another girl comes rush­ 
ing in about someone on an­ 
other floor causing trouble 
in a class. “ Tell her if 1 have 
to come up and get her, I’ll 
break her neck,” is the not- 
so-mild reply. 


The faded pink walls and 
the smell of musty chalk are 
like any other school, but 
the girls let you know it’s 
not just any school. 
They sullenly s h u f f 1 e 
through the corridors, bodies 
tense, eyes hard 
Or they 
burst screeching and cursing 
into Dr. Rothman’s office, 
“ Hey, 
I)r. 
Rothman, 
you 
m a k e me sick. Who you 
think you are? You ain’t my 
m o t h e r . You get on my 
nerves.” 


This is a special school. 
The Livingston Street School 
in lower Manhattan was set 
up as a “ special emergency 
school for girls” 14 years 
ago. But that typically stiff 
phrasing of the Board of E d­ 
ucation conveyed none of the 
emotion that goes with this 
s c h o o l 
for 
“ aggressive 
girls." 


Dr. 
Rothman. 
who 
has 
been principal at Livingston 
for 13 years, has been learn­ 
ing how to handle the girls' 
anger. “ We look at each girl 
and not at her behavior. The 
behavior may be unaccepta­ 
ble to both the girl herself 
and to society, but the girl 
never is,” explains Dr. Roth­ 
man. 


Esther Rothman, looking 
like a middle-class mother 
on her way to a bridge party, 
with a tailored black blazer 
and perfectly arched eye­ 
brows, is principal, media­ 
tor, lawyer and substitute 
mother for many of her stu­ 
dents. 


While the board worried 
about walking in lines, les­ 
son plans and nice language. 


Esther Rothman was putting 
all her energy into teaching 
these girls. 


Within her first year at 
Livingston, Dr. Rothman dis­ 
covered what was w r o n g 
with the school. They had 
taken girls who didn’t fit into 
normal school and put them 
in a special school where 
they tried to imitate the nor­ 
mal school w i t h the same 
rules, the same curriculum. 
That o n l y continued the 
girls’ pattern of failure. 


First Dr. Rothman abol­ 


ished the system of putting 
girls into classes by their 
reading levels, since she con­ 
tends that intelligence level 
is more important. She then 
threw out those Sally, Jane 
and Dick lower-grade read­ 
ers. 
humiliating 
to 
teen-

the decision, 
and 
therefore feel, perhaps for 
the first time in their lives, 
that 
t h e y were exerting 
some control over t h e i r 
lives. 
When the girls have shown 
their responsibility and de­ 
sire to learn they are pro­ 
moted into the Upper School 
where they work part of the 
day and go to school the rest 
of the day. “ Money is a pow­ 
erful motivator.” says Dr. 
Rothman. “ It helps build the 
girls' self-esteem.” 
During her 13 years at Liv­ 
ingston, Dr. Rothman col­ 
lected scraps of paper with 
her successes, failures and 
hopes scribbled on them. She 
put them together in 
her 
book “The Angel Inside Went 
Sour,” in which she recounts 
some of the achievements as 
well as some of the devasta­ 
ting failures. 
She writes: “The desper­ 
ateness of not being able to 
comfort a girl whose mother 
has just killed her father, the 
anger of not being able to 
keep a girl from prostitution, 
the defeat of not being able 
to 
s t o p 
a 
drug-addicted 
street society from slowly 
encompassing a girl — these 
are our agonies.” 
But for the graduates of 
Livingston — many of whom 
become typists, f a s h i o n 
models and even college stu­ 
dents — Dr. Rothman has 
helped them see that their 
lives don’t have to be fail­ 
ures, that they don’t have to 
be trapped by their pasts.

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Osteen outpitches Seaver 


again as Dodgers win

While most pitchers dread the 
thought of drawing New York Mets’ 
ace Tom Seaver as an opponent, 
Claude Osteen of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers seems to relish it. 
Osteen’s 
lifetim e 
winning 
percentage is only slightly above 
.500 (154-153), but the Dodger lefty 
has been looking like a Hall of 
Famer in his matchups with the 
Mets’ ace righthander this season. 
Osteen, who blanked Seaver and 
the Mets at New York 10 days ago, 
turned the trick again at Los 
Angeles 
Wednesday 
night 
by 
stopping the Mets on six hits, 5-0. It 
was only Seaver’s fourth career loss 
in 17 decisions against the Dodgers 
and his first loss at Dodger Stadium 
since Sept. 28, 1967. Oddly, Osteen 
has been the winner in three of those 
four Dodger victories over Seaver 


and all three have been shutouts. 
In other National League action, 
Cincinnati downed Chicago, 6-1, 
Montreal edged San Francisco, 3-2, 
Pittsburgh topped Atlanta, 8-3, St. 
Louis blanked Houston, 6-0, and 
Philadelphia nipped San Diego, 3-2, 
in 11 innings. 
The Reds notched their eighth 
victory in nine games as Ross 
Grimsley (8-3) tossed a five-hitter. 
Tony Perez and Bobby Tolan each 
drove in two runs. 
Ken Singleton led off the ninth 
inning with a long homer to give 
Montreal its triumph over San 
Francisco. Mike Torrez won his 10th 
game against five losses. Bob Bailey 
also homered for the Expos. 
Gene Alley, Willie Stargell and 
Rich Hfebner each drove in two runs 
as the Pirates routed the Braves.

AM not razor sharp 


DUBLIN (U PI)—Muhammad Ali 
plans a brief rest before returning to 
the gymnasium to prepare for a fall 
heavyweight 
date 
with 
Floyd 
Patterson. 
“ I've got to shake off this head cold 
before I can think of putting on the 
gloves again,” Ali said shortly after 
stopping A1 “ Blue” Lewis of Detroit 
in the 11th round here Wednesday 
night. 
Ali, 30, boxed with feet of clay in 
the scheduled 12-rounder at Croke 
Park. He did not display the fastest 
feet in the heavyweight division but 
elected to fight at close quarters for 
most of the bout. 
The 
crowd 
of 
20,000, 
which 
included Irish Premier Jack Lynch, 
was disappointed at not seeing a 
vintage Ali performance. 


Ali came close to stopping the 
fight in the fifth round when he 
decked the 29-year-old Lewis with a 
left-right combination to the head. 
Lewis survived and soaked up 
punishment for another five rounds 
but the 10th signalled the beginning 


of the end as Ali hit his opponent 
with every shot in his armory. Lewis 
returned to his corner on wobbly 
legs. 
Sensing the end was near, Ali 
came out dancing in the 11th and a 
straight left had 
Lewis going. 
Referee Lew Eskin stepped in and 
called a halt at one minute, 15 
seconds of the round. 
Ali paid tribute to Lewis for giving 
him one of his toughest workouts. 
“ He hurt me with a couple of shots 
while he showed just why all the top 
men have avoided him. I’d rate him 
in the top five,” he said. 
Ali, who gave away six pounds at 
217 Vfe, recorded his 38th victory in 39 
starts. It was his seventh win since 
his loss to Joe Frazier for the 
undisputed 
heavyw eight 
championship in March, 1971. Lewis 
is now 26-5 in 31 bouts. 
Despite his loss he gained a 
measure of consolation in the fact 
that his purse of $40,000 was the 
biggest of his professional career. 
Ali earned a check of $250,000 for 
his night’s work.

Texas. He came to the club last Nov.

Martinez, 30, is a switch hitter 
who has played with Minnesota, 
Atlanta, Houston, St. Louis and 
Oakland. At various times he has 
played first base, second base, 
shortstop, third base, has caught 
and even pitched two-thirds of an 
inning in his major league career.

vyweight from Bowlus, Minn., toyed 
with Clifford Stephens of Newton 
Falls, Ohio, for a little less than a 
minute in his first bout in the 
Olympic boxing trials. Then he 
caught Stephens with a chopping 
right hand at 1:01 and Stephens was 
through for the night. 
“ He was coming in on me,” 
Bobick said, “ and his hands went 
down for a second. I just threw a 
short right.

Scandal at U of Montana 
funds take a wrong turn 


BILLINGS, Mont. 
(U PI)—A federal grand jury 
Wednesday indicted five men, including the vice 
president and athletic director, on charges of diverting 
$200,000 in federal funds to aid student athletes at the 
University of Montana 
Among those indicted were George L. Mitchell, 39, 
Missoula, 
administrative 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
university, and athletic director Harold Jack Swarthout, 
52, Missoula 


Also named were two assistant football coaches —John 
Elway, 41, formerly of Missoula, and William D. 
Betcher, 33, Missoula —and Earl W 
Martell, 58, 
Missoula, business manager of the university’s athletic 
department. 
They were ordered to appear in U.S. District Court 
Aug 7 to enter pleas to a 32-count indictment. 
The grand jury indictments charged that money 
designated for student aid programs had been diverted to 
the school’s athletic department. All five also were 
charged with making false statements to the govern­ 
ment. 
The indictment charged that school officials falsified 
work records and job description forms and fraudulently

And both brought in Johnn> 
Sain, perhaps the best pitch­ 
ing coach ever hatched 
Changes came trightenmg- 
lv fast in the spring of 1971. 
Uniforms were changed. 
The design was to less clut­ 
ter 
So the names on the 
shirt backs were removed. 
"For protection. I guess.” 
was the then—cynical view 
of Sox reliever Steve Hamil­ 
ton. Red stockings replaced 
white stockings, to give an 
impression of fiery speed. 
Trades were made: infield­

Record industry 


declares 'w ar'

BRINGING IN THE FEDS— War has been declared. 
One million dollars has been set aside for battle. And 
everyone but Eliot Ness is being drafted into the squad. 
The good guys are members of the Recording Indus­ 
try Association of America, which handles 85 per cent ol 
the legitimate record and tape business. I heir weapons 
include a team of lawyers, FBI men. money and a new 
federal law. 
The bad guys are the pirates and bootleggers, who are 
conducting big-time business operations out of the backs 
of monstrous trucks parked in shopping centers on 
weekends. Their weapons include access to studios, shifty 
retailers, low-cost production and a certain elusiv eness. 
They are men with names like Felix the I at, who are 
spoken of only in whispers, said to control the bogus 
tape business on the West Coast. 


Contrary to the belief of some panic-stricken pirates, 
the Feds will not emerge with tommy guns trom black 
limousines to raid warehouses which store the loot. In­ 
stead, a field staff, disguised as mild-mannered ordinary 
citizens, will browse around record retailers across the 
country. If the decovs turn up with goods that violate 
the new 
federal anti-pirating copyright laws, they II 
notify the government authorities. This leaves the shop 
owner subject to a jail term, a $1.000 fine and a padlock 
on his door. 
Felix and friends manage to produce the eight-track 
tapes overnight and sell them lor almost nothing, caus­ 
ing the Recording Industry of America companies a loss 
they estimate at $150 million annually. 
The artists are losing large amounts in royalties, the 
distributors are losing sales and the federal, stale and 
local governments are losing substantial tax revenues. 
That’s why they all joined the fight. The war is on. 


NO, NO, RICK NELSON— On radio, those oldies but 
goodies bring back fine memories of high school dances 
and hanging out at the candy store. Rut somehow most 
of the rock ’»* roll revivals have lacked the giddy de­ 
light that comes from the records. It s probably because 
the revivals don’t feature Elvis Presley, who stayed on 
top of the music world, or Little Richard, who made a 
comeback.

Ready-made cause 


Californians are complaining about the 
new sales tax on gasoline, saying it is a 
“ tax on a tax,” since it is computed on the 
total sales price of gas, which includes 
seven cents state highway users’ tax and 
four cents Federal excise tax per gallon. 
In all of this taxation trickery and 
procedure, it appears that a ready-made 
cause for a consumer organization is 
apparent. However, if some enterprising 
consumer or consumer organization wants 
to do something about this ‘‘tax on a tax,” 
they should also prepare to attack the 
method of taxing several other products. 
The problem to the state, not the 
consumer, is that oil companies decided 
long ago that if they were going to be 
paying special taxes imposed on other 
manufacturers, then their customers were 
going to know about it. This is why you see 
the signs on the gas pumps that note the 
price per gallon and the fact that this 
includes 11 cents for federal and state 
taxes. 
On the other hand, liquor and cigarette 
manufacturers also have been singled out 
for special taxation but have elected not to 
identify these taxes as part of the purchase 
price paid for their products. When you 
buy a gallon of distilled liquor, you pay a

sales tax on $13 worth of federal and state 
excise taxes. The pack of cigarettes you 
buy includes 18 cents in federal and state 
taxes, on which you pay sales tax. In some 
instances, 
the 
hidden 
taxes, 
the 
manufacturers’ and distributors’ taxes, 
exceed the product price. 
Sales price of almost all manufactured 
products includes some hidden taxes. 
The public knew what these “ hidden'' 
taxes were on a gallon of gasoline. Hence 
the outrage of “ tax on a tax ’’ This gives 
some indication what public reaction 
would be if all taxes paid on a product 
before it reached the consumer were 
identified in the purchase price. 
There has been a lot of noise in the 
Legislature 
about 
protecting 
the 
consumer. Imposing a tax on top of a tax 
seems a strange method of “ protection.” 
The consumer has been forced to pay 
fraudulently computed sales taxes for 
years. 
This 
hardly 
makes 
it 
more 
palatable. 
There 
is 
no 
law 
requiring 
that 
manufacturers’ or distributors' taxes be 
identified. It would be a necessary first 
step if the tax on a tax is to be abolished. 
It is a ready-made cause for a consumer 
organization. 


When the South Vietnamese had 
their election 
in 
1967, 
Lyndon 
Johnson invited a bunch of liberal 
professors to go over there and 
satisfy themselves that the election 
was clean. This they did, and one 
professor from the Boston area 
reported 
to 
the 
President 
his 
conclusion that the election in South 
Vietnam was as clean as the typical 
election in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


This comment was 
the source of enor­ 
mous underground 
mirth among the 
cognoscenti, 
who 
understood exactly 
what the good pro­ 
fessor was trying to 
communicate That 
democracy in South 
Vietnam, 
while 
passably fair, is a 
pretty 
relaxed 
thing, along Mass­ 
achusetts lines. 
I think it was in Boston, or maybe it 
was in Chicago, a little while back 
that an election district reported 183 
votes, 
all 
of 
them 
for 
the 
Democratic candidate, and guess 
what? By sheer coincidence, the 183 
citizens had filed in and voted 
alphabetically! That is democracy 
plus law and order. 
I have always thought that if 
you're going to have democracy, 
you may just as well do it right. 
After the decision is reached as to 
what voter qualifications are, let 
them vote, and go ahead and count 
their 
votes 
The 
evidence 
is 
overwhelming that the political 
machine in Brooklyn, New York was 
recently concerned to return the 
incumbent to office, rather than to 
ascertain 
whom 
the 
majority 
wanted. 
It would have been absorbed as 
routine Democratic graft except 
that the challenger is none other 
than 
Allard 
Lowenstein, 
the 
president 
of 
Americans 
for 
Democratic Action M r Lowenstein 
has a particular stake m the contest 
unrelated to the question of whether 
he will be sent to Congress He is the 
young man who has already made 
the history books in virtue of having 
persuaded Eugene McCarthy to 
make the race against Lyndon 
Johnson in 1968, thereby proving 
that The System was alive and well. 
He is as influential among the young 
as anyone in America, and if he 
gives out the word that you cannot 
have a reliable democratic contest 
in the heart of metropolitan New 


York, 
his 
constituency 
will 
experience a disillusionment that 
will redound to the benefit of the 
crazies in American politics. 
In his primary contest, every kind 
of 
fraud 
and 
harassment 
was 
exercised. New voters found their 
registration cards missing. Others 
were given runarounds. Some spent 
as much as four hours trying to 
locate the right polling place, and 
filing their votes. Others found 
machines rigged. 
One lady wrote, “ I was told that I 
had been redistricted That I should 
vote at 75 Cadman Plaza. I left but 
there is no 75 Cadman Plaza. On my 
walk back I noticed that some 
people were voting at 140 Cadman 
Plaza. 1 stopped in there and was 
told I would have to go to 75 Henry 
Street. When I got to 75 Henry Street 
I was told that it would be another 
two hours’ wait. I gave up.” 


There were only 30,000 votes cast, 
and yet the Lowenstein forces are 
talking about as many as 14,000 
irregularities, and hard-core fraud 
in four to five thousand cases. At 
that, the incumbent beat Lowenstein 


by only a few hundred votes. The 
evidence suggests that Lowenstein 
would have won by something like a 
landslide. 
So now it goes to the courts. It 
being widely suspected that local 
state judges are not going to upset 
the political machine that put them 
where they are, Lowenstein will 
probably end up in federal court. 
There 
he 
will 
be 
given 
an 
opportunity 
to 
document 
his 
grievances, 
in 
behalf 
of 
the 
electorate. And the message may go 
out to the bosses; cut it out. 
It happens that Mr. Lowenstein 
backs enthusiastically almost every 
mistaken political idea that ever 
issued out of the social imaginations 
of man. But that isn t the point, any 
more so than when us good guys sat 
around in 1964 worrying how many 
votes would be stolen from Barry 
Goldwater by the Democratic poll 
tenders. 
Fair 
elections, 
like 
precautions 
against 
accidental 
wars, are in everybody s interest. It 
is 
lucky 
for 
our 
international 
reputation that we didn’t invite any 
South Vietnamese professors over 
to monitor the Lowenstein election.
